A Scorching Letter from Cowichun. 

Cowichan District Feb. 12th, 1874 - 
Editor British Colonist:— Some men 
nro ,born groat and some (for u time) 
have greatness thrust ilpo a them. jWheu 
they abuse it, go as to provo tbomselves 
no longer fit to bear it it is right to talfo 
it from them, and I trust there is not a 
British Columbian who does feel an hon- 
est pride to know that the people of this 
Province can bo aroused to assert their 
rights in tho way they are now iloiug, 
and show the scheming political ilein- 
ngogu.es that if they wish to retain thair 
confidence they must play an open and 
bono <t game. No man in this country 
lias had a better opportunity to render 
her good service and secure himself an 
honorable place and name in her history 
thau the Into Premier, though there bus 
always been a large portion of us who 
could never trust him. He has held tho 
reins for a time, and has again shown us, 
what was known at least 1870 years ago, 
that no mau can serve two masters. 

Now, DoCosmss, deceive yourself uo 
longer, for tho time has conio when you 
can no longer deceive us. 

At the last election for this District 
you passed up tho coast, shook hands 
cordially with many of us; you knew, 
Judas, that you were going to betray and 
sell us. We a re not surprised at your 
attack on honest Bunster in tho columns 
of the Standard. Doubtless he kuoifs 
as well as you how the thing was done. 
I know that most of our fellow Electors 
will accept his version in perferenoe to 
yours, although wo may not vote for 
Bunster, mostly for the reason that he 
was once your friend. At the same time 
we c.vunot help after 14 years acquain- 
tance, to respect and esteem him in spito 
of anything you may have to say, and it 
may be a charity to toll you that your 
mean attack on him will meet with tho 
contempt it deserves and may have the 
contrary effect to what you desire.

Cariboo Mail Service. 



Baukehville, Jan. 31st, 1871. 

Editor Colonist. — I soud you here- 
with copy of a petition circulated for sig- 
nature on Williams and Lightening Creeks 
having for its object the arraignment of 
tho Cariboo Mail Contractor hoforo the 
bar of public opinion. You will see by a 
perusal of this document, that a more un- 
truthful petition was never got up in this 
or any other country. What are tho facts? 
Let me tell you. This deceiving docu- 
ment was begotten in a place called the 
'Barkorville Star Chanibor," where a cor- 
tain number of porsous congregate, and 
over aglass of hot punch, arrogate to them- 
selves tho prerogative of being the expon- 
ents of public opiuion. It was dofty cir- 
culated among unsuspecting miners and 
others who signed it without taking the 
opportunity, as is too often tho case, of 
reading it for themselves. Had tho disin- 
terested movers called a public meeting; 
had they brought forward a resolution, 
discussing the question at issue; and had 
a petition been founded upon a resolution 
passed by such mooting, then the public 
would have accepted that petition as au 
expression of public sentiment. This, 
however, was not dono. Thoy know 
they could not stand tho test of public 
opinion fully and honestly evoked. Th s 
course, the only one that lovers of fair 
play will over adopt, did uot suit tho tac- 
tics of a handful of men who wish to bo 
considered leaders. Their object, plainly 
spoken let it bo, was purely to hurt a pub- 
lic contractor: this accomplished, they 
cared not how much uutrutn thoy uttered 
agiinst him. 

Now, sir, let us examine tho allegations 
of this petition a little in detail. In tho 
first place it starts out with proposition 
that the contractor had made no effort to 
carry out the terms of his contract. 

At the very time that tho petition was 
being circulated, Mr. G. Byrnes, tho Con- 
tractor's Agent here had received positive 
information that every etl'ort was being 
used to bring tho mail through; that In- 
dians were "packing" tho letter bags 
through the snow encumbered canons, 
making the best time that the exception- 
ally bud condition of tho roads admitted 
of; and that by an order from tho Post- 
office authorities in Victoria the newspa- 
pers were detained in New Westminister 
imd Yale, until tho state of the road would 
permit of their transportion ;— thus pro- 
viding with much forethought against 
unnecessary delay in the transmission of 
tho correspondence of the country. 

Tho second proposition is that groat 
loss has been occasioned to business men 
by tho nonarrival of the mail, 

I have conversed with doveral business 
men on tho subject, and their opinion is 
that little, if any, loss has boen sustained 
on tbatgrouud. Indeed any porsou con- 
versant with trade here would not put 
much confidence in such a statement. 

The third proposition is so tremendous- 
ly absurd, that it requires very little com- 
ment, only sufficient to exhibit tho folly 
which could suggest such representations 
in a community supposed to know some- 
thing about the country, its winter wea- 
ther, and the difficulties of winter trarel 
between New Westminster and Cariboo. 
The petition says that tho ostensible rea- 
son given for tho non-delivery of the mails 
is that tho road in one place is blocked 
with snow; that tho distance wherein such 
block occurs is nut more than 4.0 miles, 
a distance easily travelled by Indians op 
snow shoes in out) day. ( Wugil! Bij Jn- 
./'< ■''•'.) 

It is known that a snow storm, unpar- 
alleled in tho Province since tho wagon 
road was opened, raged with relentless 
fury in tho section alluded to; that the 
snow reached four feet at a dead level; 
the canons iu inuuy places and for long 
distances being tilled from fifteen to 
twenty feet deep; that travel was com- 
pletely suspended; and that when Indians 
were sent out, they had to travel over 
snow slides and drifts, and through woods 
to avoid the bluffs. It can at once be 
seen how slow and difficult would bo 
their movements. Talk of carrying a 
pack on their backs over such a route 
and making fort;/ miles a day! I need add 
no more. A discerning public will form 
its own conclusions. 

This petition says that tho non-delivery 
of mail for so long atimo is unparalleled in 
the history of the country. When it was 
being signed the mail was only 3G hours 
behind time. The mail was due, accord- 
ing to contract, on Monday morning, Jan. 
'20th. and the petition was circulated on 
Tuesday evening the 27th. I could iu- 
umerate many occasions when tho mail, 
in tho hands of other contractors, was 
live times longer behind time than that 
to which the petition refers. I will cito 
one case in point. Former contractors de- 
livered a mail hero on the 21th of Decem- 
ber 1871. The next that arrived was on 
the 27th January 1872,-34 days between 
the two, and 20 days behind time. A 
mail will reach hero on Tuesday, Febru- 
ary 3rd, which will bo only it day, be- 
hind time. 

In regard to the parcel post, I hold 
that it was never intended for the trans- 
portation of gold dust. By lending the 
mail with bullion and merchandize, wo 
retard the speedy delivery of letters, to 
tho injury of the whole country, and es- 
pecially when tho mail must bo forwarded 
many miles on men's backs. It was a 
wise provision of the Government to 
stop the parcel post during tho winter 
months above New Westminister. 

This shameful and uncalled for poti- 
tion is a disgrace to the men who got it 
up; a disgrace to all lovers of truth and 
fair play ; a dishonor to tho people who 
sent it to Ottawa, and enough to make 
the people of Cariboo hold down their 
heads with shame, should its represen- 
tation bo investigated. Its untruth will 
only recoil upon our own hr-a:!s. 

L may remark that after the petition 
was signed several erasures were made, 
and a mutilated copy sent to Ottawa. 

I fear [ have taken up too much of 
your space; but I trust that tho impor- 
tance of the subject will ho my oxouso.

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Tho Essay- Card from (lie Author. 

Editor Colonist:— I have to ask your 
indulgence for a few remarks upon a cri- 
th|uo with which a certain production of 
mine was honored in your columns some 
eighteen months ago. I of course at the 
time felt flattered by tho very laudatory 
tonus in which my work was spoken of, 
considered ns a literary effort only; but 1 
fell at the time that scanty justice had 
been dono to mo on spocial points, and 
recent ciroumstancos liavo proved to mo 
that this failure on your part is calculated 
to operate, at least locally, in a way detri- 
mental to my interests during the present 
political crisis. 

Tliu wiitor of your critique says (f 



quoto from memory): "All that tho au- 
thor finds to say about Nauaimo, tho 
second town of tho Province is: About 70 
miles from Victoria is Nanaimo, a small town 
of local importance,-" and then goes on to 
comment severely on this assumed neg- 
lect on my part. Referring to tho book, 
at pages 8 and '.), T find that the passage 
thus mutilated reads as under: 

"About seventy miles from Victoria, on 
tho eastern or inner shoro of tho island, is 
Nanaimo, a small town of local import- 
ance; originally established in connexion 
with tho coal mines wrought in tho vicin- 
ity, and around which other interests 
sprung up." Tho description is then 
oontinuod through a long paragraph, con- 
cluding with ii kindly notice of tho adja- 
cent settlement of Comox. At page 01, 
allusion is again made to tho coal fields of 
Nanaimo and its vicinity. In page 2 and 
3 of tho Appendix, aro tabular statements 
of tho yield of- the Nanaimo mines; and 
further on, at pages 32 to Ilo, are articles, 
quoted from tho columnsof the Colonist, 
spocia'dy descriptive of the mines and tho 
stone-quarry of this vicinity. 

Any ono then, who has attentively read 
my work, will require no assurance that 
amplo justico lias been dono by mo to tho 
interests of Nanaimo, with the importance 
of which I have always been deeply im- 
pressed, and the more so since my recent 
visit. All, however, have not read my 
Essay; ami aomo, deriving their impress- 
ions solely from the remarks in your col- 
umns to which I have previously referred, 
have become imbued with the notion that 
I had either overlooked or ignored their 
interests, relatively with tho other inter- 
ests of tho Province. Recently, at a pub- 
lic meeting at Nanaimo, and again two 
days ago at tho hustings, I was charged 
by individuals with this neglect, and was 
constrained in self-defence to correct the 
error. I now ask you to favour mo by 
giving publicity to these remarks, so that 
by the same channel through which the 
misconception has arisen, the correction 
may bo conveyed. Of course, au author 
in "submitting lm work to tho Public, 
lays himself open to legitimates criticism; 
and ho would display littlo judgment did 
ho botruy undue elation when praise is 
offered, or express dissatisfaction when 
merited blame is inflicted. But ho has 
the right to claim that \\u words bo fairly 
quoted; and where injury may possibly 
arise- from tho neglect of this, he has a 
right to ask for that generous reparation 
which I now claim at your hands.

To the Electors of Victoria District. 

Gentlemen: — Avery largo number 'of 
tho voters in your tlistrict havo urgently 
requested me to allow myself to bo placed 
in nomination, in conjunction with Mr. 
llnscoo, as a candidata to ropresent you 
in the House of Commons. 

Believing, as I do, that it is tho duty of 
every man to do w hat he can for his coun- 
try, I cheerfully place my services at your 
disposal. 

With regard to tho Terms of Union, it 
is a question of such vast importance to 
this Province that it overshadows all 
others. Our position, as it stands at pro- 
sent, is so strong that if wo maintain it 
the country is in no danger. 

Tho Honorable Mr. Mackenzie, the hood 
of the Governmont of Canada, having 
publicly declared that tho Government 
of Canada had failed to fulfil their part 
of tho Treaty of Union between this Pro- 
vince and Canada, I shall deem it my duty 
to seek from tho Canadian Governmont 
compensation for the loss sustained by 
this Province from tho non-fulfilment of 
the Terms of Union, such compensation 
to be handed over to tho Local Govern- 
ment to be used in tile construction of a 
Dry Dock, the building of roads and other 
necessary public works. I hope in this 
to bo supported by tho Local Govern- 
ment. 

Any reopening or alteration of the 
Terms of Union by the Government of 
Canada I shall strenuously resist, unless 
such reopening or alteration shall have 
beeu assented to by the people at tho 
polls and by tho Local Legislature. 

I shall urge upon the Dominion Gov- 
ernment the carrying out to completion 
tho improvements of Victoria Harbor, and 
endeavor to obtain more frequent postal 
communication with Canada; also, with 
domestic anil foreign places. 

Although I shall ever endeavor to ad- 
vance local interests, still 1 shall always 
bo actuated by a Biucere'desire to advance 
tho welfare of tho Dominion at largo and 
add my mite to as-sibt her to becomo 
Great, Glorious and Good. 

Tn conclusion, permit mo to Btata that, 
though I may be personally unknown in 
sumo parts of your largo district, I havo 
been a permanent resident of British Col- 
umbia for the past twelve years, and it is 
my adopted country.

PEOPIiIi's PETITION. 

Mr. McCreight presented an additional 
petition from tho people ol Victoria of 
the same purport as that of George J. 
Pindlay and others. 

Mr. Smitho presented n petition from 
the people of Uowichan district against 
the opening of tho Terms, signed by 77 
doctors of that district. 

Hon Mr. Walkem said sneorins'lv that 
petitions woro of no value; that he could 
get plenty of men in Cariboo to sign a 
petition to hang a man. 

Mr. liobson, in rising to resume tho 
debate on tho petitions, said that he was 
•ndoavoring when the debate closed yes- 
torday to reply to that part of tho lion. 
Attorney-General's speech, in which he 
was appealing to sectional feeling and 
attempted to convey tho impression that 
Victoria wished to rule tho rest of the 
Province. Now, he was of opinion that 
Victoria had taken what appeared to him 
to bo tho only course left open to guard 
her own best interests and thoso of the 
other parts of the Province. 

Mr. Holbrook — What about tho Cow- 
iehan petition? 

Mr. Itobson would advise that lion, 
gentleman to look after his own consti- 
tuency. Fortunately for Cowichan it 
■was ably represented in this House, and 
ha was afraid that was more than could 
bo said for New Westminster district. 
(Cheers.-) He thought that Victoria hail a 
right to speak, and that no doubt other 
districts would do likewise Some had 
already spoken, he was glad to. say, and 
that in a decided tone,' against tho Gov- 
ernment scheme; and with tho Speaker's 
permission, he would read soino resolu- 
tions passed at a public meeting held ro- 
cently at Nnnnimo. f Resolutions publish- 
ed olsowhoro. ). 

Now, continued the hon. gentleman, 
somo hon. members had beou accused of 
wire-pulling in order to obtain expres- 
sions of opinion from tho districts. For 
himself ho could say that ho had careful- 
ly abstained from anything that could be 
eonstruod in that light. Ho could say 
that these resolutions came to him fro m 
one of the most important constituencies 
in the Province, and that they were the 
spontaneous expression of tho opinion of 
the peoplo of Nanaimo. After mature 
consideration of the whole matter ho 
thought it a piece of foolhardinoss on the 
part of the government to persist in as- 
serting that their course was approved by 
the .Province. It seemed that the agent 
improperly sent by the government to 
arrange this mattor had told Mr. Macken- 
zie that British Columbia was eager for 
the scheme. He maintained that the 
people ought to be consulted on this 
matter, and was surprised to find that the 
"People's Government'' was so averse to 
consulting them. Ho alluded to the ap- 
peal made by the Hon. Attorney-General 
yesterday to tho galleries, a thing which be 
was constantly charging other members 
withjand ho (Mrlt.)said that the galleries 
frequently contained more brains, man for 
man, than the House. If the scheme of 
the Government succeeded, British Co- 
lumbia would go backward. The Terms 
were cast-iron. They had been especially 
admitted to bo so by Mr. Blake and Mr. 
Mackenzie, and other Canadians. Ho 
long as wo hold to tho treaty wo liavo the 
power to compel Canada to listen and 
yield. The hon. Attorney-General's speech 
reminded him of a well-known theory in 
the profession — '"No defense; abuse the 

Elaintiff's counsel!" This was forcibly 
rought to his mind by the unfortunate 
attack made by tho Attorney-General on 
the senior member for Victoria. It was 
most deplorablo that the leader of the 
Government should be obliged to resort 
to such tactics to conceal tho fatal weak- 
ness of his cause. Shall British Colum- 
bia go forward? That is the question. 
The proposal before the House was that 
we should receive §220,000 and $260,000, 
tho result of the capitalization of the Dry 
Hock guarantee and of the animal subsidy 
What was this sum which wo \r?ro told 
with such a llourish would be spout here 
this year ? Why it was not so large a sum 
as was spent hero last year on surveys 
alone. If wo open up the Terms we should 
give thorn tho power to put the matter off 
indefinitely, What does Mr. Mackenzie 
sav ? That ho will commence the Rail- 
way ''as soon as possible."' Now, if he 
wore in earnest, ho could commence with- 
in a month. Where was the work to bo 
commenced ? Now, wo havo the word of 
the ox-Premier that. Esquiini.lt was Jixed 
as the terminus. He was never tired of re- 
itorating that here was the initiid point. 
In thu face of this the Government pro- 
posed to bring in a Bill to open up the 
Terms, and thereby indefinitely defer the 
commencement of the Railway. In other 
words, British Columbia was to give up 
tho expenditure of at least §1,000,000 a 
year in tho Province in order to grasp a 
paltry #61)0,000, and that our own money. 
Now, what would tho "horny-lb ted" gen- 
tlemen the Premier alluded to yesterday 
say to this ? and that, too, when Mr. 
Mackenzie had himself admitted that wo 
had the vowor to demand far moro. Tho 
sum of Sl.TOQ.OOO a year was the least 
proposed to b? spent; and, moreover, one 
year's actual eor s t ril0t ; o)1 w buld do moro 
tu create eonfldeno«. ft „ d thereby causo tho 
release of capital now to( , k( . ( i up j n oul .

Mr. Robson continued; and said that he 
could prove, if necessary, that it had been 
circulated by the creatures of tho Gov- 
ernment. 

A discussion hero ensued on points of 
order, in tho courso of which Mr .'Walkem 
warmly denied everything respecting the 
mattor, and said that tho remarks made 
on the subject by tho hon. member for 
Nanaimo were perhaps prompted by the 
elections shortly coming on. 

Mr. Robson complained of tho con- 
stantpractice of interruption indulged in 
by the members of the Government, and 
said with regard to tho insinuation of the 
Attorney-General respecting tho elec- 
tions it was only too true that (the Gov- 
ernment policy was so mixed up with 
them, that they were like tho Siamese 
Twins, and that the fate of one would 
most probably involve the fata of the 
other also. 'Ho did not expect to defeat the 
Government; he was perfectly aware that 
thoy had a majority which would remain 
uninfluenced though all the arguments 
in the world were brought against them 
(applause). He refored again to the tele- 
gram, and said that the phrase "if posi- 
ble" was Mr. Mackenzie's favorite expres- 
sion, and what could we think when we 
find such an identity between tho Govern- 
ment amendment and the telegram? Thoy 
both appeared to have been cooked up in 
the interest of the Government. (Mr. 
Walkem domed tlns.JMr. Robson said he 
heard such rumors from gentlemen, whoso 
words were entitled to respect. (Mr. Wal- 
kem denied again.) He could only say 
that he must deal with facts as ho found 
them. Ho believed that tho amendment 
w^is suggested l>y Mr. Mackenzie [laugh- 
ter from Mr. Holbrook]. Tue lion, gentle- 
man may laugh. Ho thinks with ine nev- 
ertheless because ho has such a clear 
mind (laughter) , and wc all know that he 
would rather not seo tho railroad built at 
all than seo it brought to Esquiinnlt. Eo 
thought that tho telegram ought to have 
been sent to tho Houso, instead of being 
sent as it most probably was to the secret 
agent of Mr, Mackenzie, and wo all know- 
no w who that is. Now we were told a low 
days ago that Mackenzie would submit a 
measuro to Parliament to enablo him to 
pay tho money to us. Ho submitted that 
it was most improbable that the Dominion 
House of Commons would consent to givo 
us "better terms." whon Mr. Mackenzie 
was asking "better terms" from us, when 
he was to usk for a relaxation of the Rail- 
way covenant. Again it was au inevitable 
conclusion that there was collusion be- 
tween Mr.DeCosinos and Mr. Mackenzie, 
and he would ask whether wo ought to bo 
kept in the dark as to Mackenzie's real 
intentions when wo were expected to pass 
a bill to alter tho Terms. Ho would like 
to know who had authority to so 3" that 
British Columbia "urgently" wished for 
this money to bo granted. Tf Mr. DeCos- 
mos said so, and who but ho could have 
done it, he must have misrepresented or 
misunderstood the fooling of the country. 
It was tho natural result of having for 
our premier a man who filled a double 
position and, who was unablo to harmon- 
ize his duties to Canada or, perhaps, to 
himself, with his duties to this Province. 
Now, what did asBOdn as possible" mean? 
Fortunately we weio not altogether in the 
dark about it. Wo had Mr. Mackenzie's 
speeches to fall back on. Ho said ho in- 
tended it to be done as tho country wan 
settled and could afford it and it could 
then be more cheaply doue. — in fact, as 
soon as convenient! In Mr. Mackenzie's 
ohief organ, the Toronto Globe, we rend 
that he meant to commence at tho great 
lakes, make a lino to Fort Garry and pro- 
ceed gradually westward to the waters 
of the Pacific. This was his latest view 
which was, ho thought, tho result of 
mature consideration and consultation. 
What "possible" means ho would leave tho 
legal point of view to other hon, gentle- 
men. Now why did not Maokenzie say in 
his telegram that it was never intended 
to secure the relaxation of the Terms tjf 
Union? He could not do so. He knew 
ho would be stating a falsehood. NoL he 
would commit himself to nothing but 
"as soon as possible," and what is this but 
the relaxation ho wished for ? He would 
say that, instead of the telegram being 
calculated to allay popular suspicion, it 
must to every thoughtful man bo an ex- 
position of tho real nature of the relaxa- 
tion of the Terms of Union sought by 
Mr. Mackenzie. Ho contended that the 
demonstration here would convince Cana- 
da that British Columbia is in earnestand 
that they must satisfy hor just demands. 
But let us unco open up the Terms by 
passing this Bill and Mr. Maokenzie can 
then do whnt ho likes with us. British 
Columbia will thon liavo to go to Canada 
and beg for her rights. Why is it that 
this small Province was, so to speak, the 
j bugbear of Canada at the present mo- 
ment? Why was her name in every is- 
sue of their papers? Simply because of 
tho magic wand which this treaty placed 
in hor hands and he would ask if we would 
suffer ourselves to bo entrapped into sell- 
ing our noble birthright for a miserable 
mess of pottago. (Great applause.) • 

Mr. Beuvon said that the subject was 
worn almost threadbare, but he would 
like to refer the hon. senior member for 
Victoria city to tho alteration of Tonus 
between the other Provinces and Canada. 
Nova Scotia had obtained better terms, 
no nno had contended that because Nova 
Scotia had obtained bettor terms she 
threw away the chance of having the In- 
tercolonial Railway built. But this gov- 
ernment would insert a saving clause in 
tho bill to alter the Terms, although he 
would not now bind himself to the words 
to be used; ho could and would promise 
that it would bo amply suffioient to pro- 
tect the railway clause, He was confi- 
dent that many gentlemen who signed 
that petition did so under a misapprehen- 
sion. He read the section respecting the 
borrowing of money from Canada and de- 
nied that the government intended to bor- 
row money, and that the whole of tho ob- 
jection of Mr. McCreight meant simply 
this; that ho distrusted anything and 
everything which came from Mr. Mac- 
kenzie. He would move tho following 
amendment to Mr. MoCreigut's resolu- 
tion, that all the words after that bo struck 
out and the following be inserted :Where> 
as the policy of the government With re- 
gard to tho dry dock scheme and tho r0' 
coiving of a sum of money from the Do- 
minion Government, provides that tho 
proposed change in tho Terms of Union 
shall not affect the railway clause or any 
other Terms of Union, and shall not, bo- 
como law until assented to by tho Gover- 
nor General and consequently by tho 
Govornmont of Canada; and whoreas this 
House has unanimously passed a resolu- 
tion stating that no alteration in said 
Tonus is to bo permitted until submitted 
to tho people; Thjs House is of opinion 
that the policy of the government should 
be supported and that tho expressed 
viows of this House in relation to the 
railway eluuso should bo curried out. Ho 



continued to speak and reviowod tho tele- 
gram, saying that ho failed to seo tho 
eagerness of tho Canadians to part with 
the money, and referred to tho passage in 
which the Canadian Premier said ho did 
not wish to givo us the money if wo did 
not want it, and said that Houso could 
ohooso between progress and stagnation. 

Mr. Smith wished .to know how long 
this sort of thing was to continue, and 
would like to hear any gentleman prove 
that this scheme would invalidate the 
Terms of Union and then ho would vote 
against it. He really boliovod that Mr. 
Robson was telling the truth in saying 
that he did not asked the opinion of his 
constituency. Neither had ho; but ho com- 
plained that other gentlemen had done so 
for him, but it wus all no good. Ho 
wished all of them would attend to their 
own affairs, it would not influence his vote 
a bit, and when he was satisfied that ho 
did not represent his constituents he would 
put on his hat and leave. 

Mr. Smitho could not undertake to ar- 
gue tho question liko tho hon. senior 
member forVictoria City, and had no wish 
to waste the time of the house. He had 
waited patintly all day yesterday and to- 
dns to hear somo argument from the 
members of tho Government in support 
of their pet scheme, but had hitherto 
heard nothing but bluster and abuse of 
tho hon. Mr. McCreight by tho Attoner 
General. He did not think tho sonior 
mem her for Victoria City required any 
defence at his hands, but ho wished be- 
fore touching the main question to say 
something for that hon. gentleman that 
be could not well say for himself. Mr. 
Walkem hud tried to work upon tho love 
of fair play which he thought was 
characteristic of the province by accusing 
Mr. McCreight of attacking Mr. DoCobuios 
after ho had left the House. Now, if 
that hon. goutlemau had not shirked his 
duty ho would havo been in tho House to 
answer for himself; and all who know Mr. 
McCreight knew that ho would have said 
it to his face. In the correspondence 
brought down to this House .Mr, Macken- 
zie first tells us that he must huvo tho 
sanction of tho Dominion Parliament be- 
foitrfho 50,0(10 pounds can be paid to us. 
And now wo are told that Mr. Mackenzie 
telegraphed Ia*t Saturday night th«t the 
money was at our disposal. How is it 
that Mackenzie takes tho responsibility 
of giving us this money without asking 
the consent of Parliament. Tho question 
is easily answered. Because he will be 
nble to justify tho act by showing tho ex- 
traordidary advantages he has bought ut 
so small a price and to promise that Ca- 
nada would no longer risk being ruined 
a3 he had fortold slio would ba if they 
were compelled to construct tho rail- 
way according to agreement. Ho did not 
hope that our utmost endeavors would 
be sufficient to prevent tho Government 
measure passing. There was a solid ma- 
jority in tho Houso in favor of the Gov- 
ornmont upon whose reason and argu- 
ment woro thrown away. The empty 
benches on tho Government side of the 
Houso, including thoso of tho Ministers 
taoniselves were sufficient to show that all efforts to 
move the Bouse were vain. The determined btandwe 
have mailt:, however, supported by tho people ol 
Victoria* Oo\yichan and nther parts of tha Province, 
may ronse sir John A. alacdouald end hia supportera 
tolooli alter our interests at Ottawa and bj his action 
lie may take, .Mackenzie maj not he permitted entire,
